The goal is 
reached; wealth is amassed- honor, position and power are just be- 
injr grasped v.'hen the apple of accomplishment turns to the ashes of 
dissolution. Tho brilliant mind becomes clouded, the steady hand is 
tto longer accurate, the eye which once (ja/.ed fearlessly on the whole 
world is dimmex!, and it is not long before the final break up occurs.
